POST OFFICE FIGURES. 



Wasmi.no ion, Dec, a— The annual re- 
port of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
(Jeneral Rathbone shows that the num- 
ber of establishments of new post 
offices during the poet year was 
4,105, a greater number than during 
any previous year with the exception' 
of 18U0, when it was, 4,427. The net In- 
crease of post' offices over the year ended 
June SO. 1801, was 8,790, snd the year 
closed with 07,149 as the whole number 
of post offices In the United Statea Of 
the number referred to above one- 
fourth were made In Arkansas, Texas, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and 
North Carolina, the number In these 
states aggregating t, 118. The greatest 
in any state was In Georgia, where it 
was 220. Texas was next with 21 1 and 
Pennsylvania followed with 201 estab- 
lishments. 

At the close of the fiscal year there 
were thlrtoen states in. each of which 
there were more than 2,000 post offices 
in operation. Of these five are north- 
ern and eight are southern states. The 
northern are: Now York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Illinois and Indiana, 
with an aggregate of 16, MS offices. 
Thecifrht southern states are: Alabama, 
Georgia, Kentucky. Missouri, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Vir- 
ginia, with an aggregate of IB, MM, The 
greatest number In any one Btate was 
4,842 in Pennsylvania. ILiiW in New 
York and 1,110 in Ohio, These ure the 
only states where thu number of otticcs 
was more than .'1, 000.

CLOU DED T ITLES. 

I'roperty Unifiers In Minnesota Dismayed 
by a Supreme Court Decision. 

St. Pacl, Minn., Doc. a— The su- 
preme court has handed down a de- 
cision which creates great excitement 
tn the legal fraternity. It is as follows: 
The Inchoate contingent interest of a 
husband and wife in real estate owned 
by the other, and commonly called the 
dower right. Is not divested by a trans- 
fer of title from the owner of property 
to a purchaser at an execution sale 
founded upon a Judgment against such 
owner. Attorneys have during the 
thirty-three years the state has been 
in the union proceeded on a contrary 
view. It can be seen at once that the 
title to all Minnesota property which 
has been sold on assignments, receiver- 
ships and judgments, where the party 
involved is married, is clouded and that 
the decision may throw millions of dol- 
lars' worth of property in to almost in- 
terminable litigation.

Panama Canal Victims Demand That 
Certain Newspapers 



Paris, Dec. 2.— The startling revela- 
tions by the investigation committee 
Wednesday showing the wholesale 
bribery of the Paris newspapers for 
bolstering up the Panama scheme has 
excited the greatest indignation against 
the, press. 

There was a loud demand Thursday 
among the thousands of Panama vic- 
tims that the publishers and editors be 
made to disgorge, 

Thursday morning the public distrust 
snd anger was best shown In the largo 
falling off in the circulation of the 
leading dailies which the evidence 
Wednesday showed had been subsidis- 
ed. A general boycott of the newspa- 
pers 1b expected, the definite evidence 
of corruption leaving no doubt of guilt 

There is, however, an evidence of re- 
lief nmong the beneficiaries of the 
Panama frauds and extravagance, ow- 
ing to the retirement of It Richard, 
the impression being that the new min- 
istry will not follow up tho prosecu- 
tions except in a faint-hearted way. 

Another source of hope for the guilty 
ones is the expectation that the leader 
of the vigorous prosecution, M. Ques- 
nay do Ilcaurepaire, the procurer gen- 
eral, will resign owing to his disgust at 
the action of the chamber of deputies In 
taking up the prosecution. 

It is understood that but three new 
ministers will be taken into the cabinet 
now being formed. These are Deputies 
Charles Dupuy, Jean Sarricn and M. 
Reache. Tlie llrat two are leading re- 
publicans and M. Sarrlen was minister 
of posts and telegraphs in 1885. M. 
Ribot will retain the ministry of foreign 
affairs and M. De Freycinet the minis- 
try of war. 

It was made known Wcdnesdny after- 
noon that M. nrisson's first attempt to 
form a cabinet had failed.
